New York W)—F. Lee Bailey of 


Boston is a new breed of criminal 
lawyer, master of the rapier, where 
many of the oldtime greats used a 
cudgel. 


"There's no disgrace in crim- 


inal law and there's plenty of mon- 
ey in it," Bailey says. "The crim- 
inal law is so barren that anybody 
with some ability and a willingness 
to work hard can't help but suc- 
ceed." 


Bailey at the age of 33 takes 


over a courtroom by his m e r e 
presence—as all the good ones do 
—and he appears before m a n y 
judges who are old enough to be his 
father. 


Bailey, however, can be dec- 


orous when courtroom occasion de- 
mands it. He tempers his brash- 
ness to the judicial climate of the 
court. In Judge Francis Talty's no- 
nonsense courtroom in Cleveland, 
Ohio, during the Samuel Sheppard 
trial, Bailey was a model of re- 
straint. 


In the somewhat less rigid at- 


mosphere of Freehold, N.J., during 
the just-completed Dr. Carl Coppo- 
lino trial, Bailey was questioning 
a man who eventually became the 
jury foreman. The lawyer conceded 
that his client might be classed as 
"a swinger — somebody who steps 
out of line on occasion." 


"We're all human beings," re- 


plied the prospective juor, "and 
I've stepped out of line myself." 


"You 
can talk if you like," 


quipped Bailey, "I'm taking t h e 
Fifth Amendment." 


"Well, you look like the type," 


shot back the juror. 


Judge Elvin R. Simill joined the 


spectators in laughter. 


Bailey has a number of cases in 


F. Lee Bailey 


which pretrial news coverage has 
been heavy. He may attack news- 
papers as prejudicial to his cause 
—but while doing so he also may 
offer a slight bow or a wink to news- 
men in the court. 


Out of court, Bailey gets on 


well with newsmen. In Freehold he 
gathered with them nearly every 
evening in the lounge of the Ameri- 
can Hotel, the social center of the 
little town. 


"I'll 
pay more for a good in- 


vestigator than for a good lawyer," 
Bailey says. "If your investigator is 
good enough, almost any lawyer 
will do." 


At 5 feet 9, Bailey is heavy- 


chested with a tapering body, a cur- 
ly tongue of hair forward on his 
brow, flanked by a recession on 
either side. He dresses in conserv- 
ative good taste, favors vests and 
shuns an overcoat. 


He attributes Ms shift to crim- 


inal law in part to a book he read in 
Harvard where he was an English 
major. 


Out of the service, Bailey went 


to Boston University Law School. 


Bailey was admitted to the Mas- 


sachusetts bar in 1960. The n e x t 
year, being in the right place in 
just the right time, he took over the 
appeal of Sheppard, then serving 
life in the 1954 murder of his first 
wife. 


Last J u n e , the U.S. Supreme 


Court granted Sheppard a new tri- 
al. And on Nov. 16 Bailey "walked 
him out" a free man after a re- 
trial jury acquitted him. 


After Coppolino's acquittal in 


the 1963 death of retired Lt. Col. 
William E. Farber, Bailey threw 
a modest champagne party, then 
was off and running again in a 
new direction.

The oil boycott was a 
compromise on the African 
bloc's demand for a total oil 
ban that would encompass all 
of white-ruled southern Africa 
and would have necessitated 
a naval blockade of southern 
Africa.

locked. 


Fallowing the vote Russia 


accused Britain of protecting 
racism in Rhodesia by refus- 
ing to bow to African calls 
for a total economic war.

second such act -by an inter- 
national body. The League of 
Nations imposed mandatory 
sanctions against Italy after 
it invaded Ethiopia.

Forgotten Culture9

Peking—The art expert at the Peking cultural ministry 


shrugged his shoulders regretfully and said: "You cannot 
export the white base with the colored butterflies. It is a 
so-called royal piece and constitutes a Chinese object d'art 
whose export is prohibited." 


I received this sad news al-. 


though I had bought the vase! 
in a store of the Chinese Ex- 
port Co. and paid for it with 
hard currency. 


In my apartment I have 


two redwood chests of t h e 
Ming period. They have been 
standing there for the past 
10 years. A former foreign 
diplomat was not permitted 
to export them, because they 
are considered irreplaceable 
Chinese cultural objects. 


Certainly, negotiations are 


still going on about my vase. 


But the a b o v e two ex- 


amples, to which many others 
could be added, prove better 
than any other argument that 
the 
sensational reports in 


many newspapers of the west 
and the socialist camp are 
untrue. 


'Not Taking Place' 


The big sellout of centuries- 


old Chinese cultural and art 
objects within the framework 
of the current "great prole- 
tarian cultural revolution" is 
not taking place. 


On the contrary. 
All indications are that ex- 


port restrictions on art ob- 
jects have become stricter in 
recent weeks. This fact is a 
gross contradiction to alleged 
eyewitness reports according 
to which overly zealous Red 
Guards transformed m a n y 


Chinese museums into heaps 
of rubble. 


It is true that in the first 


stormy days of the summer 
many art collections in pri- 
vate 
possession were de- 


stroyed or at least confis- 
cated. Even some public mon- 
uments fell victim to t h • 
pick axes and shovels of the 
young boys and girls with the 
red-gold arms bands. 


But to be fair, one must 


admit that there is no evi- 
dence that the state did not 
interfere with determination 
wherever the cultural revolu- 
tion threatened the substance 
of Chinese culture.

De- 
clarer's answer was to duck 
the opening lead in dummy 
—a key play — and, having 
won with the tenspot, to play 
the heart eight and let it 
ride. Had the eight won the 
trick, declarer would have 
been sure to cash the heart 
king and lead a small spade 
away from the ace, building a 
ninth trick and a d u m m y 
entry. 


As it was, South's heart 


eight lost to East's jack. 
When East returned the club 
king, declarer put on the 
ace and cashed the hearts. 
He then took the spade fi- 
nesse and c l a i m e d nine 
tricks. 


Any deviation from that 


order of pay can introduce 
unnecessary risks. For exam- 
ple: if South plays a high 
spade from dummy on the 
opening lead. East will duck 
and declarer may have dif- 
ficulty in winning four heart 
tricks, for there will be no 
sure entry to dummy. 


Or if declarer makes t h e 


mistake of playing hearts 
from the top, he will have to 
do s o m e lucky guessing 
when East wins the fourth 
heart and attacks the minor 
suits.

I Mice Made 'Silent Night' Possible 


By NOUZHA I. DIMITRI, UPI 


Vienna — Mice ate the organ bellows 


and the only musical instrument left in 
the village was the schoolteacher's guitar. 


Two days before Christmas, 1818, in 


the tiny village of Oberndorf, just 15 miles 
north of Salzburg in the Austrian Tyrol, 
Josef Mohr, the parish priest, and h i s 
schoolmaster friend Franz Gruber, found 
that the organ bellows had been eaten 
by starving mice in the misery-stricken 
village. 


Christmas that year in Oberndorf al- 


ready threaten3d to be very sad. Bitter 
cold had spread over the area and times 
were hard for the poor peasant farmers 
and bargemen of the village. 
Mass Without Music 


Now the two men knew that if they 


were unable to write a simple g u i t a r 
hymn, midnight mass in the isolated vil- 
lage would be without music for the first 
time. 


Mohr and Gruber spent the night be- 


fore Christmas Eve writing a Christmas 
carol now known around the world. This 
year will mark the 148th anniversary of 
their work — "Silent Night." 


The song was jealously preserved by 


the village and did not even go across 
the Alps until the congregation had final- 
ly gathered the necessary sum for the re- 
pair of the organ bellows. 


Then schoolmaster Gruber tried out 


the new organ with his composition and 
the organist, who heard him playing it, 
repeated the memorable tune in all the 
villages he went to. 


Still the carol was not heard outside 


the Tyrol until it was performed in 1831 
at the Leipzig Fair by four native sing- 
ers. Then there was no stop to its prog- 
ress around the world. 
Died Unrecognized 


Gruber and Mohr died unrecognized, 


however. Father Mohr died in 1848, so 
poor that he had to be buried with par- 
ish funds. Fifteen years later, his friend 
Gruber died, also unknown and poor. 


At the turn of the century, raging 


floods rushed into the Salzach Valley and 
wiped out the church and most of the 
village of Oberndorf. Desolation o n c e 
more attacked the "Christmas C a r o l 
Village " 


But music lovers from all over the 


world united to rebuild the chapel in the 
new village of Oberndorf, dedicated to the 
memory of the two friends who saved 
the Christmas of 1818 from misery. 


Every year on C h r i s t m a s Eve, the 


sound of a 12-string guitar echoes over 
the snow and the simple words bring 
Christmas peace to all gathered in the 
church of Saint Nicholas. 


State Law Concerns Payment of Fines 
Man Caught in 4Legal Uncertainty' 
Trap Freed After 21 Days in Jail

Jack H u m r i c h was re- 
eased from the Lancaster 
Itounty jail Friday where he 
had spent 21 days after being 
caught in the middle of legal 
uncertainty over a state law 
*overning payment of fines 
and 
court costs assessed 


against convicted felons. 


Lancaster 
County District 


Judge Herbert 
A. Ron in 


ordered that Humrioh be re- 
leased because he was being 
illegally and unlawfully de- 
tained 


Humrich had been in jail 


for failing to pay a fine and 
court costs levied against him 
when he was sent to prison 
in 1965. 


Judge Ronin ordered him 


released because a warrant 
for his arrest had not been 
issued, no complaint h a d 
been filed against him, and 
he had never been brought 
before a court on any charge. 


Nebraska Atty. Gen. Clar- 


ence A. H. Meyer said he is 
pleased the case arose be- 
cause uncertainty over the 
law will now be cleared either 
by changing procedures or 
changing the law. 


What to Do? 
i 


The uncertainty has arisen, 


Meyer said, over what to 
do with men discharged or 
paroled from prison who 
have not paid, or do not have 
money to pay, fines and court 
costs. 
State law says that when 


fines and court costs are not 
paid, the inmate is to serve 
one day for every $6 he owes. 
It does not say, however, 
whether this should be at the 
prison or in the jail of the 
county where the inmate re- 
ceived the sentence. 


As a result, he said in- 


mates 
are being released 


from the prison now whether 
they have paid their fines and 
court costs or not. 


Humrich 
was discharged 


from the State Penal Com- 
plex Nov. 25, after complet- 
ing a two-year sentence for 
forgery from Lancaster Coun- 
ty.When imprisoned June 23, 
1965, the judge sentenced him 
to two years in prison, fined 
him $100, and ordered him to 
pay 
court 
costs 
totaling 


$242.80. 


Two Years 


Prison commitment papers 


said Humrich's sentence was 


two years. His discharge, is- 
sued by the Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles, said he 
had completed his two-year 
sentence according to law. 


Neither said anything about 


the fine or court costs. 


On Nov. 26, Humrich was 


seen in downtown Lincoln by ' 
Lancaster 
County 
Deputy, 


Sheriff 
Vince McNeil, who i 


recognized him. 


McNeil said be checked 


with the sheriff's office to see 
i 


if Humrich had paid his fine 
and court costs, was told he 
had not, and was told to take 
Humrich to jail. 


On Dec. 1, Humrich filed 


a petition for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus in Lancaster Dis- 
trict Court, contending he was 
being held illegally. 


Chief Deputy County Atty. 


Bill Blue, in answering an or- 
der to show cause why the 
writ should not be granted, 
said Humrich was being held 
because he had been "inad- 
vertently" discharged 
from 


prison without paying the fine 
and court costs. 


'Not in Error' 


Judge Romn said he or- 


dered Humrich released be- 
cause evidence produced in 
court — including Humrich's 
prison discharge stating he 
had served his sentence and 
which officials said was not 
in error — did not warrant 
Humrich 'being held. 


Meyer said the question of 


what to do with inmates who 
have not paid fines and court 
costs was raised by the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles six 
months ago 


They questioned how they 


would 
go about collecting 


from men paroled from pris- 
on and discharged after suc- 
cessfully completing their pa- 
roles. 


This, he said, led to ques- 


tions on procedures then in 
effect of holding men until 
they had served out the fine 
or turning them over to the 
various counties to let the 
men set out the time in jail. 


State law gives district 


courts authority to release 
people from jail when they 
are satisfied all means have 
been exhausted to collect 
fines and court costs. 
Six Dollars 


But it also says- "Nothing 


herein shall authorize any 
person to 'be discharged from 
imprisonment before the ex- 
piraton of the time for which 
he or she may be sentenced 


to be imprisoned, as part of 
his or her punishment, nor un- 
til the convict shall have been 
imprisoned at lea.»i. one day 
for every six dollars of the 
amount a d j u d g e d against 
him." 


Meyer noted it does not 


say whether the people should 
be held in the prison or re- 
turned to the various counties. 


He also noted that a recent 


court decision by the New 
York Court of Appeals ruled 
in a similar case that it was 
unconstitutional to hold a man 
in prison when the judge 
knew the man could not pay 
the fine, and when serving 
out the fine would mean he 
spent more time in jail than 
the maximum sentence for 
the crime called for. 
Plus $500 Fine 


In that case, a man re- 


ceived the maximum sen- 
tence of one year plus a $500 
fine. He had spent nine months 
quires fines be s e r v e d in 
in jail before being sentenced. 


Since New York law re- 


jail at $1 per day, the man 
would have spent some 38 
months in jail for an offense 
that carried a maximum pen- 
alty of 12 months. 


Meyer said such a situation 


could" conceivably arise in Ne- 
braska, particularly in embez- 
zlement cases where there are 
often large fines. 


Until his office has reached 
a decision on what Prison 
Warden M a u r i c e Sigler 
should do, Meyer said, in- 
mates will continue 'being re- 
leased whether they have paid 
their fines and court costs or 
not.Blue said the Lancaster 
county attorney's office is not 
contemplating any further ac- 
tion a g a i n s t Humrich de- 
spite the fact he has not paid 
all his fine and court costs nor 
served it in jail. 
"He served out the fine and 


part of the court costs while in 
jail," Blue said.
